machine gunner in LI. William 
L. Galley Jr.'s platoon has testi- 
fied he saw Galley herd a group 
of unresisting Vietnamese into a 
ditch and shoot at them. He said 
the lieutenant asked him to use 
his weapon on the unarmed 
men, women and children. 


"I refused," the young, ex-sol- 


dier said. 


Robert 
Maples' 
testimony 


Tuesday at Galley's court-mar- 
tial was the first time any wit- 
ness—of 26 who have appeared 
—said he saw the lieutenant 
turn his gun on civilians at My 
Lai on March 16, 1968. 


Maples was to face cross-ex- 


amination when court resumes 
today. He had been on the stand 
a few minutes when the trial re- 
cessed Tuesday. 


The 
27-year-old 
Galley, 


charged with killing 102 civil- 
ians in the South Vietnamese 
hamlet, sat unmoving, his eyes 
never leaving the witness. At 
times he made notations on a 
pad, but mostly he sat forward, 
hands folded, looking straight at 
Maples. 


Maples, 22, of Freehold, N.J. 


said he and others had moved 
through the village and had 
come to a big ditch. 


"Galley came over to the 


ditch," Maples told the court. 
"He herded the rest of them 
(Vietnamese) to a hole where 
him and (Paul) Meadlo was fir- 
ing into the hole. Meadlo was 
crying." Asked to describe the 
people, Maples said: "There 
were women, babies, and a cou- 
ple of men." 


How did he know Meadlo was 


crying? "I saw him." 


Meadlo, 23, of Zerre Haute, 


Ind., has publicly admitted kill- 
ing 35 to 40 people. 


It was at the ditch that the 


government charges Galley shot 
at least 70 people. 


Like previous witnesses, Ma- 


ples testified the platoon was 
taken to the western edge of My 
Lai by helicopter, that the men 
then flushed villagers from their 
huts—hootches—pushing 
them 


forward-through My Lai. 


Maples testimony was given 


in a monotone, sometime barely 
audible in the 60-seat court- 
room. 


Maples, now a warehouseman 


at a storage firm, said he didn't 
know how many people were in 
the ditch. 
Another member of Galley's 
1st Platoon, Rennard Doines, 23, 
of Fort Worth, Tex., said that 
after entering the village with 
guns blazing at livestock and 
dogs, the men began 
taking 


prisoners. 


"Most of them were women, 


children and old men," he said. 


Doines said he gathered 10 to 


15 of the Vietnamese escorted 
them up the trail, and left them 
with Galley. 


He said he later went back to 


where he had left the prisoners 
to see what had happened. 


"I went over there and looked 


and there was a bunch of dead 
people over there—about 10 or 
15 dead people," Doines said.

in fiscal 1971-72 and $299,680 in 
fiscal 1972-73. 


The Educational Television 


Commission asked the legisla- 
ture for $90,377 in the next fiscal 
year to install color telecasting 
equipment at the state educa- 
tional television station in Con- 
way. The commission's total 
budget request was for $610,903 
in fiscal 1971-72 and $548,998 in

Credibility 
of Pentagon 
Haunts Laird 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Since 


taking office nearly two years 
ago Secretary of Defense Mel- 
vin R. Laird has been particu- 
larly sensitive about any doubts 
cast on the credibility of the 
Pentagon. 


Laird periodically likes to re- 


mind newsmen of his efforts "to 
restore and maintain the credi- 
bility of this department." He 
cites the establishment of daily 
Pentagon news briefings and 
the abandonment of background 
.briefings attributable only to un- 
named sources in favor of his 
frequent 
on-the-record 
news 


conferences. 


But, despite these efforts, the 


credibility issue is haunting the 
Defense Department, just as it 
did during the years of Presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson's adminis- 
tration. 


Three cases stand out in 


which it appeared the Pentagon 
was saying one thing and doing 
another: 


The U.S. bombing raids in 


Cambodia, the denial that U.S. 
ground combat troops were in 
Laos, and last week's disclosure 
of the dramatic commando raid 
near Hanoi. 


When it was disclosed last 


spring that U.S. planes were hit- 
ting North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong 
targets 
in 
Cambodia, 


congressional opponents of the 
war feared the new action rep- 
resented 
deepening 
U.S. in- 


volvement in Southeast Asia. 


But the Pentagon insisted the 


raids were being carried out 
only to cut off enemy troop con- 
centrations and supply 
lines 


which spokesmen said threat- 
ened U.S. forces in South Viet- 
nam. 


It wasn't until newsmen in 


Cambodia witnessed U.S. planes 
flying support for Cambodian 
ground troops that the Pentagon 
acknowledged the air strikes 
were incidentally helping Cam- 
bodians. 


As for U.S. troops in Laos, it 


, has become common knowledge 


• that some American forces are 


• in that country, but the Penta- 
1 gon refers to them as advisers

not

Laird acknowledged last week

As NATO's annual four-day 


winter meeting went into its 
second day, the leaders of the 
seven 
Warsaw Pact 
nations 


were gathering in East Berlin, 
seeking to agree on a common 
position toward the overtures of 
the West German government 
for better relations with Eastern 
Europe. 


The extra effort agreed on by 


the 10 European allies, to be 
spread over five years, is only a 
start, NATO Secretary-General 
Manlio Brosio told newsmen. 
But the Europeans felt that the 
program at least displays a will- 
ingness to share some of the ex- 
tra load being borne by the 
Americans. They hope it will 
give the Nixon administration 
ammunition to use against de- 
mands in the U.S. Congress for 
a reduction in the 295,000 Ameri- 
can troops in Europe. 


Laird said on his arrival in 


Brussels Wednesday night that 
he was not familiar with the en- 
tire package, but "we are very 
pleased our European allies are 
recognizing the importance of 
changes as far as the whole 
question of burden sharing." 


The 10-nation program calls 


for: 


—Setting up an 
integrated 


military communications sys- 
tem and a network of air raid 
shelters for aircraft. This is to 
cost at least $420 million, but a 
snag has arisen because Britain 
is refusing to contribute cash. 


—An increase of $450 million 


to $500 million in operational 
and capital expenses by the in- 
dividual European allies. 


—A gift by West Germany to 


Turkey of 16 new 
transport 


planes costing $79 million. 


West 
Germany 
will 
bear 


about half of the total cost of the 
package, and West German De- 
fense Minister Helmut Schmidt 
pressed Britain to contribute 
about $90 million in cash over 
the next five years for the com- 
munications system and the air- 
craft shelters. 


Britain's Lord Carrington re- 


fused, since his government is 
trying to cut costs. He said Brit- 
ain already bears a relatively 
heavy share of the military bur- 
den and is increasing its contri- 
bution to NATO about $366 mil- 
lion over the next 10 years by 
keeping the aircraft carrier Ark 
Royal operational and by sup- 
plying more fighter squadrons 
and a new reserve unit. 


British refusal to spend more 


could influence some of the 
smaller countries to hold up 
their contributions. 


In addition to Britain and 


West Germany, participants in 
the package are Italy, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Luxembourg, 
Norway, Denmark, Greece and 
Turkey. 


France takes almost no part 


in NATO military activities, and 
Portugal can't participate be- 
cause it is fighting rebels in its 
African 
territories. 
Iceland 


makes no direct military contri- 
bution to the alliance. 


Regardless, 
Some Just 
Born Losers

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Two 


Emory University psychologists 
say the person most likely to 
succeed in life believes he has a 
measure of control over his own 
destiny. 


Life's losers, on the other 


hand, tend to feel that luck is 
the compelling factor and that 
they can do nothing about it, 
say the psychologists, Dr. Bon- 
nie Strickland and Steve Now- 
icki. 


They based their conclusions 


on a year-long study of public 
school pupils in the Atlanta met- 
ropolitan area. 


They submitted a list of 40 


questions to the pupils and 
checked the answers against ed- 
ucational achievements. 
They 


called 
the 
master-of-my-fate 


types "internals" and the luck- 
is-all believers "externals." 


Those who indicated 
they 


were internals, said Dr. Strick- 
land, almost invariably were 
the better students and most 
likely to be class president, to 
belong to scholastic and social 
organizations and to be regard- 
ed as popular. 


The passive externals, 
she 


said, drifted aimlessly along, 
believing that luck played a 
large part in their lives and that 
they had no control over their 
fate. 


Results of the study, the psy- 


chologists said, may have impli- 
cations for those trying to de- 
vise methods of teaching chil- 
dren who resist the learning 
process. 


Nowicki said methods of re- 


orienting children toward an in- 
ternal approach might 
some 


day be used at the preschool 
level. 


Dr. Strickland said the test, 


called the Nowicki-Strickland 
Personal 
Reaction 
Survey, 


might be used to help determine 
which students are more suita- 
ble for college. 


Nowicci said the experiments 


generally show black pupils to 
be more externally 
oriented 


than their white classmates and 
that the gap widens with age 
and experience. 


That finding, he said, is not 


surprising. 
"The 
lower 
social-economic 


classes don't have the money 
and the opportunities to make 
changes in the events affecting 
them," he said.

car. Police said a red car with 
French license plates followed 
Beihl's sedan. 


The West German Embassy 


in Madrid issued a statement 
saying: "We know a group of 
people overwhelmed the consul 
about 10:30 p.m. Tuesday and 
drove away with his own car 
with him and another car fol- 
lowing. Since then he has van- 
ished." 


The embassy said it had re- 


ceived no word "from persons 
connected with the consul's dis- 
appearance." But there was 
speculation that the ETA, a ter- 
rorist 
group 
dedicated 
to 


achieving independence for the 
four Basque provinces in north 
central Spain, abducted Beihl to 
use him in bargaining for the 
release of the Basques. 


The ETA had said it would re- 


taliate for the trial but did not 
say how. 


The defendants are charged 


with banditry and terrorism, 
and 12 of them are expected to 
be linked with the ETA. The 
prosecution is expected to ask 
the death penalty-for six.of the 
men. Police said if the ETA kid- 
naped 
Beihl, the 
kidnapers 


probably would lie low until the 
trial begins or sentence

Beihl has lived in Spain for 


more than 20 years, is married 
to a Spanish woman and has a 
20-year-old daughter. 


The Spanish Basques have 


been fighting for independence 
for centuries. Numbering about 
1.5 million, they make up 5 per 
cent of Spain's population, and 
officials of the Spanish govern- 
ment claim they are responsible 
for 95 per cent of the nation's 
political terrorism.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Scien- 


tists have discovered the build- 
ing blocks of life in a meteorite 
that crashed into Earth near 
Murchison, Australia, on Sept. 
28, 1969. 


Amino acids were discovered 


by space agency researchers 
working at the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion's Ames Research Center in 
Mountain View, Calif. 


"The find is probably the first 


conclusive proof of extraterrest- 
rial 
chemical 
evolution, the 


chemical processes which pre- 
cede the origin of life," said Dr, 
Cyril Ponnamperuma, head of 
the research team. 


The discovery could provide a 


new time sequence for the ori- 
gin of life both on Earth and in 
the Universe.

all—did not appear to be of bio- 
logical origin, indicating they 
evolved chemically. 


Chemical 
evolution theory 


holds that various types of ener- 
gy could create ever more com- 
plex types of molecules, build-

selves. 


The amino acids in the Mur- 


chison meteorite are believed to 
have been formed 495 billion 
years ago, when the Earth was 
still just part of a gaseous inter- 
stellar cloud.

Pope Prays 
Wtffi Some 
Protestants

SYDNEY (AP) — Pope Paul 


VI prayed with leading Protes- 
tant churchmen 
in 
Sydney's 


Town Hall tonight while outside 
a handful of militant Protes- 
tants paraded with such pla- 
cards as, "The Pope is Anti- 
christ, a Man of Sin" and 
"Christ 
Saves, 
Rome 
En- 


slaves." 


The leader of the demonstra- 


tion, the Rev. Frederick Chan- 
ning of New Zealand, got inside 
and stood up in the middle of 
the hall three minutes after the 
Pope arrived, displaying the 
words, "No Priest but Thee, Je- 
sus Christ" across his chest. A 
woman 
usher 
spotted 
him 


immediately, and the police 
threw him out. 


Entering the building for the 


ecumenical service, the Pope 
passed within 15 yards of some 
of the placards. But he did not 
appear to notice them among 
the crowd of about 10,000 that 
had gathered to watch his arriv- 
al. 


About a dozen demonstrators 


carried placards, while another 
20 or so paraded about in front 
of the hall, in groups of four and 
five. There were some shouted 
arguments 
between 
Roman 


Catholics and the demonstra- 
tors, 
but 
no 
violence. 


Channing, who organized his 


own Bible Presbyterian Church 
in New Zealand a year ago, said 
his protest was directed mainly 
against the Protestants attend- 
ing the service with the Pope. 


"I said nothing inside the hall, 


but merely stood silently," he 
said. "I was not seeking to 
cause any disturbance." 


Although the 
demonstrators 


were few in number, it was the 
first organized hostile manifes- 
tation during the papal tour to 
the Far East. 


Most of Sydney's leading Prot- 


estant churchmen attended the 
service to join the Pope in pray- 
er, but there was one notable 
absentee, Anglican Archbishop 
Marcus L. Loane. He had an- 
nounced earlier that there were 
still too many differences be- 
tween his Church and Rome for 
him to join the Pope in worship, 
but he said this was a personal 
decision, not a direction to oth- 
ers. 


Earlier in his second full day 


in Australia's largest city, the 
73-year-old pontiff visited a chil- 
dren's hospital and an old peo- 
ple's home and celebrated his 
second open-air Mass within 15 
hours at Randwick race track, 
this one for 150,000 students. His 
first Mass at the track Tuesday 
night attracted 200,000 people 
and was the main public event 
of his Australian visit. 


Showing no sign of strain de- 


spite his heavy schedule and the 
humid 80 degree temperature, 
the Pope told his young audi- 
ence their dissatisfaction with 
and criticism of what "is rightly 
called the 'permissive society'" 
was "a ray of light." 


"In that society there are un- 


fortunately 
every day 
more 


aggressive acts, new attitudes 
and behavior patterns which are 
not Christian," he said. 


"When you denounce them 


and ask that society to elimi- 
nate them and replace them 
with values authentically based 
on real justice, real sincerity, 
real moral rectitude, and real 
brotherhood, you are 
indeed 


right."

NEW YORK (AP) — NBC's 


"First Tuesday" reported in its 
latest edition that U.S. Army in- 
telligence 
used 
undercover 


agents and electronic equipment 
during part of 1968 to gather in- 
formation on demonstrators and 
protesters as possible trouble- 
makers. 


A team lead by reporter Tom 


Pettit worked for more than six 
months gathering material and 
said military intelligence per- 
sonnel conducted surveillance of 
events ranging from the funeral 
of Martin Luther King Jr. and 
the 
Poor 
People's 
March 


through the political conven- 
tions and the inauguration of 
President Nixon. 


An assortment of former intel- 


ligence agents—some identifi- 
able and others with their iden- 
tity concealed—spoke on the 
program. Some said they were 
instructed to infiltrate student 
protest movements. Others said 
they were assigned to eavesdrop 
on meetings or to count people 
and the number of mules in the 
Poor People's March. They said 
that information was gleaned 
from 
telephone conversations 


and estimated that thousands of 
dossiers were compiled about 
suspected troublemakers 
and 


government officials, appointed 
and elected. 


The agents' 
reports 
were 


couched in unemotional tones, 
but NBC men used tougher Ian-

guage. 


"The United States Army in- 


telligence spies on the protest 
movement 
in 
the 
United 


States," declared host Sander 
Vanocuf. Pettit quoted an uni- 
dentified informant as describ- 
ing military intelligence in 1968 
and 1969 as "a national secret 
police." 


The thorough research was 


evident during the hour devoted 
to the report but some of its im- 
pact was destroyed by editing 
which at times seemed mocking 
and by a musical sound track at 
another point which was sneer- 
ing. 


The program's first hour was 
primarily turned over to a re- 
port on how the University of 
Notre Dame under the-leader- 
ship of President Theodore N. 
Hesburgh has changed radically 
to meet today's challenge of its 
students. 


Many restrictions have been 


loosened, more minorities are 
represented and views of stu- 
dents are listened to by the ad- 
ministration. Best example of 
change was the football team's 
break with tradition to play in a 
bowl game—"The quickest way 
to get money for scholarships 
for blacks and Chicanes," said 
Vanocur.

Dear Doctor—I have been 


told that I have a slight en- 
largement of the prostate 
and need the o p e r a t i o n 
which is done without an in- 
cision. I was told that this 
operation and recuperation 
would mean several weeks 
away from work. 


I was wondering if there 


is any medication, treat- 
ment, diet, exercise or daily 
habits that will help the 
a b o v e condition or is the 
operation the only way? 


Dear Reader—The pros- 


tate g l a n d surrounds the 
urethra, the tube for the out- 
flow of urine, at the outlet 
of the bladder. As the gland 
enlarges it compresses the 
urethral tube and obstructs 
the normal flow of urine. 
There are muscles in the 
bladder and they must con- 
tract harder to push urine 
past the obstruction. 


As the c o n d i t i o n gets 


worse it is not possible for 
the bladder to empty com- 
pletely. This causes larger 
and larger amounts of urine 
to be retained in the blad- 
der. This leads to a feeling 
to urinate frequently, get up 
at night, with the bladder 
still feeling full after urinat- 
ing. 


Sometimes after a man 


with prostate trouble has 
passed all the urine he can, 
a catheter or hollow tube, 
can be forced past the ob- 
struction into the bladder 
and several quarts or more 
of urine drained from the 
bladder. Prolonged overdis- 
tention of the bladder dam- 
ages it, causing additional 
problems. 


Since the enlarged pros- 


tate causes a mechanical ob- 
struction, the only real way 
the problem can be relieved 
is by s u r g i c a l removal. 
There are several ways this 
can be done, depending upon 
the situation. The operation 
mentioned here is the most 
likely one; pieces of the en- 
larged prostate are removed 
by means of an instrument 
inserted into the urethral 
tube through the penis. 


The obstruction caused by 


the enlarged prostate cannot 
be removed by taking pills, 
eating special diets or exer- 
cises. Problems caused by 
an enlarged prostate occur 
in most men who live long 
enough to develop it. Com- 
plete recovery usually takes 
several weeks. 


Dear Doctor—I have bean 


taking two aspirins a day. 
Will this cause any harm? 


Dear Reader—No, not un- 


less you are allergic to as- 
pirin. I don't 
recommend 


taking large doses of aspirin 
unless it is prescribed by a 
doctor for a specific cause. 
Two a day is a very small 
dose. It is true, however, 
that large doses of aspirin 
d e c r e a s e clotting of the 
blood and may be useful in 
helping to prevent heart at- 
tacks in some cases. Large 
doses are often used in ar- 
thritis and other 
medical 


conditions. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Will ap- 


petite suppressant pills taken 
in the fourth month of preg- 
nancy cause the child to lose 
weight and be nervous? Is 
any drug advisable to take 
during pregnancy? 


Dear Reader—The baby 


absorbs only those things in 
the mother's blood stream. 
All nutrients, essential vita- 
mins, oxygen and chemicals 
from drugs filter across the 
placenta (after it is formed 
and by simple diffusion ear- 
lier) and are absorbed by 
the baby. Fortunately, the 
mother's drugs are diluted 
throughout her body, so the 
baby doesn't get an adult 
dose. Even so, the baby is 
affected by any medicine or 
drug taken by a mother dur- 
ing her pregnancy. We have 
much yet to learn about this 
problem. We do know that 
m o t h e r s using addictive 
drugs give birth to babies 
already 
addicted. 
As the 


baby is born, he must be 
treated for drug addiction.
